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Priority 

1. Applicant is advised of possible benefits under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), wherein an 
application for patent filed in the United States may be entitled to the benefit of the filing 
date of a prior application filed in a foreign country. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 2 is objected to because of the following informalities: It is suggested that 
the phrase "rested on a respective one of the screw members" be changed to - -on 
which one of the screw members rests- - because it is the screw members which rest 
on the blocks. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Dietrich. 

As shown in figures 1, 7, 8, 10, 12, 13, and 14 a plurality of blocks are dispsed in 
the rim to support the threaded fastening members. The blocks have holes through 
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which the spokes extends through, and a planar surface on which the threaded fastener 
rests. 

As shown in figures 13 and 14, the blocks may also be shaped to have an arc- 
syhaped surface which closely rests on or conforms to the rim. 

The material from which the blocks are made is not disclosed. However, to form 
the blocks from a carbon fiber material would have been obvious to those of ordinary 
skill in the art because carbon fiber is light and strong, and could be made to have great 
compression strength and therefore would be a suitable material for use in a wheel. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
